ORANJESTAD - Julie 
Taymor’s biography of 
Mexican painter Frida 
Kahlo connects the dots 
between art and anguish. 
The disparity lies in the fact 
that Frida settles for tickling 
a fancy where it should be 
packing a punch. Although 
involving and sprightly, 
it offers the kind of guilty 
pleasure a Fine Arts student 
might derive from a glossy 
cartoon strip. 

“GENUINE GUTS” 

It’s left to Salma Hayek, as 
the bushy-browed, brush- 
wielding bandido, to show 
genuine guts. Her spirited 
portrayal breaks free of 
the clunky confines in a 
fitting nod to her fellow 
countrywoman. Frida spends 
much of her life trussed in 
a body-brace after a freak 


road accident. Cursed with 
interminable pain, she 
celebrates life in the only 
way she knows how: on 
canvas. 

Like guacamole - heavy on 
the chilli - Frida is green 
but brash, seeking guidance 
from Mexican grandmaster 
Diego Rivera (Alfred 
Molina). Suitably impressed, 
the skirt-chasing chieftain 
becomes Frida’s mentor and 
lover. Here, the story takes 
another hard turn: Frida’s 
passion for art is overtaken 
by her passion for Diego. 
Together Hayek and Molina 
are sparky and seductive, 
and the unorthodox nature 
of their onscreen romance 
is compelling. However, 
Taymor builds Frida’s 
identity around this one 
relationship, undermining 


the woman’s unique genius. 
A veteran of Latin soap 
opera, it’s testament to 
Hayek’s aptitude that she’s 
able to offer texture to the 
portrait, even as Taymor 
lathers it up. Painting the 
screen with psychedelic 
strokes in echoes of Frida’s 
artistic style, Taymor’s 
composition is nowhere 
near as bold. She effectively 
pastes a colourful character 
into a black-and-white love 
story. 

WhileFridaisnomasterpiece, 
it’s nevertheless worth the 
price of admission to see 
Hayek master her craft. Her 
empathy for the character is 
intensely heartfelt and, as a 
result, fascinating to watch. 
Through Frida, Hayek 
finally proves she’s more 
than just an oil painting.

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Scientists ID First Human With Gorilla Strain of HIV

For the first time, researchers 
have found evidence that 
the AIDS virus traveled 
from gorilla to human, 
another confirmation that 
the disease continues to 
evolve even as scientists 
race to vanquish it. 

French scientists reported 
Sunday that a woman in 
the West African country of 
Cameroon carried a strain 
of the AIDS virus that is 
closely related to a similar 
virus found in gorillas. 

It’s not yet clear whether this 
strain of HIV, the virus that 
causes AIDS, is common 
among humans or whether 
it’s especially dangerous. 
“Findings like these remind 
us that primates continue to 
transmit viruses to humans 
just as they did before 


we knew about AIDS,” 
said Rowena Johnston, 
vice president of research 
with the Foundation for 
AIDS Research (AmFAR) 
in New York City. “HIV 
continues to broadside us 
from directions we do not 
necessarily expect.” 
Previously, scientists had 
believed that HIV mainly 
made its way to humans via 
chimpanzees, Johnston said. 
A kind of monkey known 
as a sooty mangabey is also 
thought to have transmitted 
the disease. 

The virus could have been 
passed through blood as 
people ate bushmeat — meat 
from wild animals — or 
prepared it. 

But the Cameroonian 
woman appears to have a 
strain that originated in a 
gorilla, according to the 
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report in the Aug. 2 online 
issue of Nature Medicine. 
The 62-year-old woman, 
diagnosed with HIV in 
2004, hasn’t developed the 
symptoms of AIDS even 
though she’s not being 
treated with medications. 
She lives in Paris, where she 
moved from Cameroon. 

The study author was not 
available for comment. 
Johnston, who is familiar 
with the findings, said the 
woman may have been 
infected via sexual contact 
with someone who hunted 
gorillas, or she could 
have gotten the disease by 
having contact with gorilla 
meat. Or it could have been 
transmitted through several 


people before reaching her. 
It’s not clear how long 
the strain has been in 
existence, but the research 
suggests that it has made it 
through several “rounds” of 
infection, Johnston said. 
“The jury is still out as to 
whether this is bad news 
relative to strains of HI V that 
are already circulating,” she 
said. “We just can’t draw 
those kinds of conclusions 
from one person.” 

The woman’s case is 
unusual, however, and 
that fact may be revealing, 
said Dr. Philip R. Johnson, 
an AIDS specialist and 
chief scientific officer at 
Children’s Hospital of 
Philadelphia. 


The level of virus in the 
woman’s body is high but 
she doesn’t appear to have 
symptoms, potentially 
suggesting that the strain 
isn’t strong, he said. 

In the big picture, it’s 
possible that the disease 
didn’t pass directly from 
gorillas to humans, but 
instead took another route, 
Johnson added. 

“More cases will need to 
be found. The key is that 
[researchers] now have the 
tools to look [for them],” he 
said. 

It’s possible, he said, that 
scientists missed similar 
cases in the past because 
testing technology couldn’t 
detect them.Q 
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Weak economic data puts 
stock market rally on hold

NEW YORK - The 
closer investors get to 
the government’s July 
employment report, the more 
cautious they become. 

Stocks slipped Wednesday 
as investors shied from 
making big moves ahead of 
the government’s monthly 
reading on job losses and the 
unemployment rate, which 
comes out before the start 
of trading on Friday. The 
pullback, which took the 
Dow Jones industrials down 
39 points, followed a 34- 
point gain Tuesday that was a 
slowdown from the previous 
day’s triple-digit advance. 

The big concern on Wall 
Street is layoffs, and whether 
companies trying to preserve 
their profits during the 
recession are continuing to 
slash jobs at a furious pace. 
Job cuts have to slow for 
the economy to have a solid 
recovery. 

The caution in Wednesday’s 
trading followed a 
disappointing report on the 
service sector during July. 
The Institute for Supply 
Management said its service 
index, a measure of the health 
of retail, financial services, 
transportation and health 
care companies, fell to 46.4 
from 47 in June, marking the 
10th straight monthly slide. 
A reading below 50 indicates 
contraction. 

Still, there are plenty of signs 
of strength on Wall Street, and 
one is the fact that Wednesday’s 
loss was so modest. Investors 
have been looking for the 
stock market to pause after 
it shot higher since mid-July. 
The market’s occasional 
retreats have been mild in part 
because investors who missed 
the rally are looking to buy 


when prices dip. 

The ISM report gave investors 
an excuse to cash in some 
gains after the furious buying 
of the past month. The Dow is 
still up 14 percent in just 18 
days. 

“The market has just had 
a pretty good advance and 
is looking for a reason for 
a pullback,” said Henry 
Herrmann, CEO of investment 
management firm Waddell & 
Reed. 

According to preliminary 
calculations, the Dow fell 
39.22, or 0.4 percent, to 
9,280.97. The Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 2.93, or 
0.3 percent, to 1,002.72, while 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 18.26, or 0.9 percent, to 
1,993.05. 

Treasury prices fell after the 
government said it would 
auction $75 billion in notes 
next week. Some investors are 
worried that the government 
will have to entice buyers by 
offering greater returns. That 
would drive up interest rates 
and could make it harder for 
the economy to recover. 

The yield on the benchmark 
10-year Treasury note, which 
moves opposite its price, rose 
to 3.76 percent from 3.69 
percent late Tuesday. 

Analysts said the drop in 
stocks was welcome because 
building on gains in a step-like 
fashion is more sustainable 
than a surge without breaks. 

“It would only be natural 
to hesitate here as it tries to 
make up its mind as to what 
the next move will be,” said 
Michael Sheldon, chief market 
strategist at RDM Financial. 
The jobs report is a critical 
point for the market and 
could reshape ideas about the 
direction of the economy. 

“The question is, even if 
it is a little bit strong, will 
it be enough to support an 


additional near-term advance 
in the markets given the run 
the equities have had over 
the past several sessions?” 
Sheldon asked. 

Economists expect the report 
will show the jobless rate rose 
to 9.6 percent as employers 
cut 320,000 jobs last month, 
better than the 467,000 lost in 
June. 

A private-sector report on 
unemployment Wednesday 
offered little encouragement 
ahead of the government 
data. The ADP National 
Employment Report, a closely 
watched precursor to the Labor 
Department’s report, said 
employment fell by 371,000 
in July — slightly more than 


anticipated — following a 
revised loss of 463,000 jobs 
in June. 

There have been signs of 
improvement in manufacturing 
and housing but investors 
are still worried that rising 
unemployment will restrain 
consumer spending, which 
accounts for more than two- 


thirds ofU. S. economic activity. 
In better economic news, the 
Commerce Department said 
factory orders rose in June for 
the fourth time in five months. 
The 0.4 percent increase came 
after a 1.1 percent increase 
in May. Economists had 
been expecting a drop of 1 
percenQ 


SEC says brokers violated 
‘naked’ short sale rule

WASHINGTON - The Securities and 
Exchange Commission for the first time has 
enforced new rules intended to limit a practice 
known as “naked” short-selling. 

The SEC said Wednesday that two traders 
and their firms have agreed to settle charges 
that they violated the rules without admitting 
or denying guilt. 

The rules were put in place last year at the 
height of the financial crisis, and the SEC 
made them permanent last month. 

The agency says New York-based Stephen 
Hazan and Hazan Capital Management 
LLC have agreed to pay $3 million to settle 
the charges, while Chicago-based TJM 
Proprietary Trading LLC agreed to a penalty 
of $541,000. 

The two firms were charged with 
circumventing a rule that requires brokers to 
promptly produce shares in “naked” short- 
selling transactions. 

“Naked” short sales involve bets against a 
company’s share price by investors who don’t 
own the shares at the time of the sale. Such 
sales can be used to drive down the share 
price of a company’s stock. 


The SEC also charged Michael Benson, a 
TJM trader, for violating the rule, and the 
firm’s chief operating officer, John Burke, for 
failing to supervise Benson. 

The agency suspended Benson from 
associating with any broker for three months, 
while Burke has been suspended from acting 
as a supervisor at any brokerage for nine 
months. 

Hazan and his firm, as well as TJM and its two 
employees, also reached separate settlements 
with the New York Stock Exchange and 
several other private institutions. Hazan was 
fined $1 million by the NYSE. 

Michael Bachner, a lawyer for Hazan, said his 
client decided to settle the charges because 
“the cost of defending these actions would 
have been similar” to the amount of the fines 
and penalties paid. 

A lawyer for TJM declined to comment. 
Short-sellers borrow a company’s shares, 
sell them, and then buy them back when the 
stock falls and return them to the lender — 
pocketing the difference in price. 

“Naked” short-selling occurs when sellers 
don’t borrow the shares before selling them, 
and then look to cover positions sometime 
after the sale.Q

JACKSON, Miss. - More than 
40 years after his tragic, violent 
death, Sam Cooke is still 
known as the legendary soul 
and gospel singer who penned 
“A Change is Gonna Come,” 
which found a new audience 
with the election of America’s 
first black president. 

But Cooke’s brother, L.C. 
Cooke, says the late singer 
should also be known for his 
pioneering business acumen 


that put him years ahead of his 
time in the music industry.

That’s 
what L.C. Cooke will remind 
fans about when he attends 
a Mississippi music festival 
this weekend dedicated to the 
1950s and 4 60s singer.

Wolf and Muddy Waters. 
During the weekend-long 
Cooke tribute, a blues marker 
in his honor will be unveiled 
Friday at the New Roxy 
Theater. At Ground Zero, a 
blues club owned by actor and 
Mississippi native Morgan 
Freeman, an educational 
forum on Cooke’s life will be 
held Saturday. 

Many local performers at the 
festival will sing at least one 
of Cooke’s hits, whether from 
his early gospel career with 
the Soul Stirrers or from his 
repertoire of pop music. Soul 
singer Bettye LaVette will 
headline Saturday night’s 
show. O.B. Buchana takes the 
stage on Friday. 

President Barack Obama’s 
rhetorical nod to “A Change 
is Gonna Come” after his 
2008 election victory was a 
testament to Cooke’s enduring 
significance, said Anthony 
DeCurtis, a contributing editor 
at Rolling Stone magazine. 
“The language of the artistry 
coupled with a kind of vision 
of a better world is something 
the song stands for,” DeCurtis 
said. “Certainly his influence 
extends to contemporary 
artists. It would be hard to 
think of people like Alicia 
Keys and John Legend without 
Sam Cooke.” 

Born Jan. 22,1931, Cooke was 
son of a Baptist minister. His 
mother was a native of Mound 
Bayou, Miss., a town founded 
by two former slaves. Sam 
Cooke was 2 years old when 
his parents and six siblings 
boarded a Greyhound bus to 
Chicago. 

Cooke began his writing 
and recording career with 
the “Soul Stirrers” in 1951, 
making albums at Specialty 
Records. Tall and handsome 
with a smooth, melodious 
voice, Cooke drew crowds 
of swooning young women 
at gigs in auditoriums and 
larger venues that included the 
Apollo Theater. 

After six years, he made the 
leap to secular music with a 
sound that melded blues and 
gospel. He co-founded his own 


record label, SAR Records, 
in 1961, signing such artists 
as Bobby Womack, Johnnie 
Taylor and Billy Preston. 

L.C. Cooke said his brother 
had formed his publishing 
company around 1959. Sam 
Cooke’s contract with RCA 
Victor stipulated that after 30 
years all of his masters would 
belong to him, his brother said. 
Contemporary artists would 
do well to follow Cooke’s 
path, said DeCurtis. 

“To this day, artists struggle 
with the business aspect of 
their work. He signed artists 
and he wrote for artists. He 
did it in a time when it was 
much more difficult for artists, 
specifically black artists,” 
DeCurtis said. 

Unfortunately, Cooke didn’t 
live long enough to realize 
the significance of his 
breakthrough, said DeCurtis. 
At age 33, Cooke was shot 
to death on Dec. 11, 1964, 
at the Hacienda Motel in 
Los Angeles. Details of the 
shooting are still disputed, but 
the hotel’s manager told police 
she killed Cooke because he 
threatened her. 

An abbreviated life and the 
circumstances surrounding 
his death have not diminished 
his legacy. Last year, “Rolling 
Stone” ranked Cooke No. 4 
on its list of the 100 greatest 
singers of all time, and he’s 
in the Rock and Roll Hall of 
Fame. 

L.C. Cooke recalled being 
stopped at an airport a few 
years ago by a disc jockey, 
who told him his brother’s 
music gets more airplay than 
any other deceased celebrity. 
“Somebody is always giving 
something in his honor, 
and they call me to give 
interviews,” L.C. Cooke said. 
Festival organizers Melville 
Tillis and John Sherman said 
it made sense to dedicate this 
weekend to Cooke. They said 
the annual festival usually 
draws about 25,000, but a 
larger crowd is anticipated 
this year because of the Sam 
Cooke tribute. Sherman said 
several Cooke fan club bus 
tours plan to attend. 

“We’re just trying to honor a 
Clarksdale native,” Sherman 
said. “That’s the bottom 
line.’Q

outlined in court papers

LOS ANGELES (Reuters) 
- Columbia Pictures and 
concert promoter AEG Live 
have struck a deal to make 
a Michael Jackson movie 
using video of his “This Is It” 
concert rehearsals taken days 
before the King of Pop died 
in June, according to court 
documents. 

A Los Angeles Superior Court 
judge must first approve the 
deal at a hearing on August 
10. AEG Live spearheaded 
the deal between Columbia, a 
division of Sony Corp’s Sony 
Pictures Entertainment, and 
executors of Jackson’s will. 
Details of the movie agreement, 
and the $60 million in revenue 
that Columbia has agreed to 
pay for the film rights, were 
released in court papers filed 
late on Tuesday. 

Jackson’s estate and AEG 
Live, which is controlled 


by Denver billionaire Philip 
Anschutz, will share in profits 
from the film with the estate 
getting 90 percent and AEG 
Live getting 10 percent, court 
documents showed. 
Spokesmen for both Columbia 
and AEG Live declined 
comment. 

Media reports have circulated 
since last month of a possible 
movie deal using the more 
than 100 hours of rehearsal 
footage AEG Live shot as the 
“Thriller” singer prepared for a 
series of 50 shows in London. 
Those concerts were widely 
billedasJackson’s“comeback” 
after his career flagged in the 
1990s and 2000s, but he died 
suddenly of cardiac arrest in 
Los Angeles on June 25, only 
days before the shows were to 
begin. 

Also tied to the movie deal is 
a merchandising agreement 
with Bravado International 


Group, a division of Universal 
Music Group that is owned 
by Vivendi SA and will see 
to the sale of Jackson-themed 
products. 

That agreement needs to be 
approved by L.A. Superior 
Court Judge Mitchell Beckloff, 
who is overseeing the probate 
process on Jackson’s will. 
MILLIONS IN REVENUE 
Howard Weitzman, an attorney 
representing the executors of 
Jackson’s will, lawyer John 
Branca and music industry 
executive John McClain, said 
this week the deals could 
generate “millions of dollars of 
revenue to Michael Jackson’s 
estate.” 

According to his will, 
Jackson’s estate will be put 
into a family trust benefiting 
his mother, Katherine, his 
three children and charities. 
Randy Phillips, the chief 
executive of AEG Live, said 


last month that a movie release 
of the rehearsal footage could 
help the Jackson estate erase 
its debt. The 50-year-old 
“Thriller” singer was said to 
be $500 million in debt when 
he died. 

Separately, the celebrity 
news program Entertainment 
Tonight reported on 
Wednesday that Jackson’s 
family had signed papers 
clearing the way for him to 
be buried at Forest Lawn 
cemetery in Los Angeles.

Plans for Jackson’s burial have 
remained largely a mystery. A 
public memorial was held in 
Los Angeles, but Jackson’s 
body has still not been buried 
pending results of toxicology 
tests as part of a police probe 
into the full cause of his 
death. 

Police and U.S. drug agents 
investigating his death are 
probing the possible role 
of doctors who prescribed 
powerful medication to the 
singer. □

Freed journalists home 
after N. Korea pardon

BURBANK, California (AP) — Two American 
journalists jubilantly reunited with family and 
friends early Wednesday upon returning to 
the United States with former President Bill 
Clinton, whose diplomatic trip to North Korea 
secured their release nearly five months after 
their arrests. 

The jet carrying Euna Lee and Laura Ling, 
reporters for A1 Gore’s San Lrancisco-based 
Current TV, and Clinton arrived at Burbank’s 
Bob Hope Airport at dawn. Clinton met with 
communist leader Kim Jong II on Tuesday to 
secure the women’s release. 

The journalists were arrested near the North 
Korean-Chinese border in March while on a 
reporting trip. 

Lee emerged from the jetliner first and was 
greeted by husband Michael Saldate and 4- 
year-old daughter Hana. She hugged the girl 
and picked her up before all three embraced 
in a crushing hug as TV networks beamed the 
poignant moment live. 


Ling embraced her husband, Iain Clayton, as 
teary family members crowded around. 

“The past 140 days have been the most difficult, 
heart-wrenching days of our lives,” Ling said, 
her voice cracking. 

Thirty hours ago, Ling said, “We feared that 
any moment we could be sent to a hard labor 
camp.” 

Then, she said, they were taken to another 
location. 

“When we walked through the doors, we saw 
standing before us President Bill Clinton,” she 
said to applause. 

“We were shocked but we knew instantly in 
our hearts that the nightmare of our lives was 
finally coming to an end, and now we stand 
here, home and free.” 

Clinton came down the stairs to applause. 
He hugged Gore, then chatted with family 
members. 

Gore described the families of the two women 
as “unbelievable, passionate, involved, 
committed, innovative.”

WASHINGTON (AP) — The head 
of the federal agency that regulates 
mortgage finance companies Fannie 
Mae and Freddie Mac is planning to 
step down by the end of the month. 

A replacement hasn’t been named for 
James Lockhart, director of the Federal 
Housing Finance Agency, according to

government officials who spoke on 
condition of anonymity Wednesday 
because the announcement was not yet 
formal. 

Lockhart is a childhood friend and Yale 
fraternity brother of former President 
George W. Bush. He has been the 
director of FHFA and its predecessor, 
the Office of Federal Housing 
Enterprise Oversight, for about three 


years. 

Lockhart, a 63-year-old Republican, 
could not immediately be reached for 
comment Wednesday afternoon. 

He stayed at the agency under 
President Barack Obama, a Democrat, 
as Washington-based Fannie Mae and 
sibling company Freddie Mac went 
through months of turmoil after being 
seized by the government last fall. 

His pending departure comes 
amid uncertainty about the Obama 
administration’s plans for the two 
companies. Both have been slammed 
by mounting loan defaults and 
foreclosures. The administration is 
expected to unveil its plans for Fannie 
and Freddie next year. 

Lockhart urged tighter government 
restrictions on the two companies, 
which operated with a far smaller 
financial cushion than other institutions. 
But by the time Congress acted last 
summer, it was too late. 

Fearing the companies would soon 
go under, the government seized 
control of them in September. Since 


then, McLean, Virginia-based Freddie 
has tapped nearly $51 billion in 
government aid to cope with mounting 
loan defaults, while Fannie has taken 
about $34 billion. 

The two companies play a vital role 
in the mortgage market by purchasing 
loans from lenders and selling them to 
investors, or holding them on their own 
books. Together, the companies own 
or guarantee almost 31 million home 
loans worth about $5.4 trillion. That’s 
about half of all U.S home mortgages. 
With foreclosures continuing to surge, 
Fannie and Freddie’s goals have shifted 
over the past year. They are now playing 
a key role in the administration’s effort 
to modify or refinance up to 9 million 
home loans. 

Lockhart presented some options 
for how Fannie and Freddie should 
operate, but has not given a specific 
recommendation. 

“The new structures must be designed 
to reduce risks, rather than magnifying 
them, as they did in the past,” he said 
in a speech last week.Q

“Hana’s been a great girl while 
you were gone,” he told Lee.

Soldier who refused 
deployment toAfghanistan 
gets month in jail

FORT HOOD, Texas (AP) 
— An American soldier 
who refused to deploy 
to Afghanistan over his 
beliefs that the war violates 
international law was 
sentenced Wednesday to a 
month in jail. 

Spc. Victor Agosto, 24, 
pleaded guilty to disobeying 
a lawful order to report to a 
site that performs medical, 
legal and other services for 
troops before they deploy. The 
judge also reduced his rank 
to the Army’s lowest level, a 
private, which also was part of 
the maximum penalty he faced 
in his plea agreement with the 
military. 

Agosto said that when he 
enlisted in 2005, he felt 
invading Iraq was wrong but 
that troops had a mission to 
complete. He said he began 


to oppose the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan after he served a 
13-month tour in Iraq, which 
ended in late 2007. 

“The Army is a values-based 
organization which embraces 
the values of loyalty, duty, 
respect, selfless service, honor, 
integrity and personal courage; 
for a soldier to violate military 
law by refusing to obey orders 
is a serious matter,” Fort Hood 
officials said in a statement 
released late Wednesday. 

After the sentence was 
announced, Agosto 

immediately ripped the rank 
patch from his uniform. He 
later was escorted out of the 
building and taken to the 
county jail, where he will start 
serving his sentence. 

Also, Agosto cannot be 
discharged at a level lower 
than other-than-honorable 
conditions, an administrative 
discharge. A discharge was 


appeared healthy as they 
prepared to leave North Korea.

security team on what 
transpired during his trip as a 
private envoy to Pyongyang. 
He reiterated that Clinton 
did not carry a message from 
Obama to Kim. 

“If there wasn’t a message, 
there certainly couldn’t have 
been an apology,” Gibbs said. 
When asked whether the 
release of the journalists could 
lead to a breakthrough on other 
issues such as North Korea’s 
nuclear program, Gibbs said 
that will depend on the actions 
of the communist regime. 
“The people that walked away 
from the obligations they 
agreed to were not anybody 
involved on our side,” Gibbs 
said. “It was the North 
Koreans.” 

Secretary of State Hillary 
Rodham Clinton hailed the 
journalists’ release. 

“I spoke to my husband on 
the airplane and everything

The release also amounted to 
a successful diplomatic foray 
for the former president, who 
traveled as an unofficial envoy, 
with approval and coordination 
from the administration.

ALEXANDRIA, Virginia 
(AP) —A former congressman 
was convicted Wednesday 
of taking bribes in a case in 
which agents found $90,000 
in his freezer. 

Former Rep. William 


Jefferson, a Democrat who 
had represented parts of New 
Orleans, was accused of 
accepting more than $400,000 
in bribes and seeking millions 
more in exchange for brokering 
business deals in Africa. A 
federal jury convicted him 
on 11 of 16 counts, including 


bribery, racketeering and 
money laundering. 

Jefferson was stoic as the 
verdict was read and had little 
to say afterward, deferring 
most questions to his lawyer. 
Asked how he was doing, he 
said, “Fm holding up.” 
Defense lawyer Robert 


Trout said he will appeal the 
convictions. 

“We certainly believe we 
have strong issue for a legal 
appeal,” Trout said outside 
the courthouse. 

Jefferson was acquitted 
of counts that included 
obstruction of justice and 
violating the Foreign Corrupt 
Practices Act. He was the 
first official to be charged 
with violating that act, which 
makes it illegal to bribe 
foreign government officials. 
The defense argued that 
Jefferson was acting as a 
private business consultant in 
brokering the deals and that 
his actions did not constitute 
bribery under federal law. 

It took jurors five days to 
reach a decision after an eight- 
week trial that was mostly 
government testimony. The 
defense wrapped up its case 
in a matter of hours. 
Prosecutor Mark Lytle said 
Jefferson could face more 
than 20 years in prison under 
federal sentencing guidelines. 
He wanted the 62-year-old 
former congressman detained 
immediately after the verdict, 
saying his ties to Africa 
made him a risk to flee what 
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could amount to a life prison 
sentence. 

However, Judge T.S. Ellis III 
allowed Jefferson to remain 
free on bond because of his 
local ties. 

U.S. Attorney Dana Boente 
said after the verdict that 
“no person, not even a 
congressman, is above the 
law. Ninety thousand dollars 
in a freezer is not a gray area. 
It’s a violation.” 

Jefferson has been under 
investigation since March 
2005. In August that year, 
FBI agents searched his 
Washington home and found 
$90,000 cash in his freezer, 
wrapped in foil and hidden in 
boxes of frozen pie crust. 
Prosecutors accused Jefferson 
of hiding bribes by funneling 
money disguised as consulting 
fees through sham companies 
controlled by his wife and 
brother. 

In one recording played by 
defense attorneys, Jefferson 
explained that he did not want 
his name on any of the deals 
to avoid an appearance of 
impropriety. 

Legally, much of the case 
turned on whether Jefferson’s 
deal-brokering constituted an 
“official act” under federal 
bribery laws. 

Jefferson has disputed a claim 
by prosecutors that the freezer 
cash was bribe money. 
Jefferson is scheduled for 
sentencing on Oct. 30. The 
jurors must return to the 
courthouse Thursday to 
consider whether Jefferson has 
to forfeit more than $450,000 
in alleged bribe receipts.□

George Sodini, who worked 
in a law firm’s finance 
department, was anti-social, 
according to neighbors, and his 
Web page showcased a resume 
setting forth his credentials as 
an unhappy loner. It listed his 
date of death — Aug. 4, 2009 
— and his status of “Never 
married.” 

On the Web site, the 48-year- 
old Sodini complained of not 
having a girlfriend since 1984, 
not having a date since May 
2008 and not having sex for 
19 years. 

“Women just don’t like me. 
There are 30 million desirable 
women in the US (my estimate) 
and I cannot find one,” he 
wrote. The page ended with 
the words “Death Lives! 

On Tuesday, Sodini scoped 
out the gym twice and then 
returned at night wearing 
workout gear and a headband 
and bringing with him four 
guns, police said. He entered a 
“Latin impact” dance aerobics 
class, placed a duffel bag on 
the ground, rooted around in 
the bag for a moment, turned 
off the lights and started 
shooting, police and witnesses 
said. 

Three women were killed and 
nine women were wounded 
before he turned the gun on 
himself and committed suicide. 
In all, he fired 36 rounds from 
three of the guns. 

Authorities on Wednesday 
identified the three women 
who died as Heidi Overmier, 
46, Elizabeth Gannon, 49, and 
Jody Billingsley, 38. 

Sodini’s 4,610-word Web 
page, on a domain registered 
in Sodini’s name, appeared to 
be a nine-month chronology 
of his plans for the shooting, 
his decision to delay it and 
the process that led to the 
eventual carnage at his health 
club Tuesday. 

“The biggest problem of all 
is not having relationships or 
friends, but not being able to 
achieve and acquire what I 
desire in those or many other 


areas,” said an entry dated 
Sunday. “Everthing stays the 
same regardless of the effert I 
put in. If I had control over my 
life then I would be happier. 
But for about the past 30 years, 
I have not.” 

Sodini wrote of planning the 
attack since at least November 
and had tried to do it when 
the same Tuesday-night dance 
aerobics class he targeted met 
on Jan. 6. 

“It is 8:45PM: I chickened 
out!” he wrote. “I brought 
the loaded guns, everything. 
Hell!” 

It was unclear when the 
Web page was posted and 
whether it had been updated 
repeatedly since November 
or posted in its entirety 
recently. Allegheny County 
police Superintendent Charles 
Moffatt said Wednesday that 
investigators would try to 
determine if anyone had read 
the Web site early enough to 
stop the attack. 

Moffatt said authorities found 
handwritten and typed notes 
at the scene and in Sodini’s 
house. He said the sentiments 
echoed those on the Web site. 
A neighbor of Sodini’s, 
Connie Fontanesi, said she 
was interviewed by county 
detectives Tuesday evening. 
“He was so anti-social we 
really didn’t learn anything 
personal about him,” she said. 
Mike Rick, a spokesman 
for the Pittsburgh law firm 
of K&L Gates, said the 
alleged shooter worked as a 
systems analyst in the firm’s 
accounting and finance 
department since 1999. The 
firm was “deeply saddened by 
last night’s events” and offered 
condolences to the friends 
and families of the victims, 
Rick said in a statement 
Wednesday. 

The violence rocked the 
suburban Pittsburgh town of 
about 5,300 residents. 

Jordan Solomon, 14, was 
in the all-female class and 
told The Associated Press 
on Wednesday that it started 
normally, but she thought it

weird when a man walked into 
the class about 15 minutes 
later. Solomon said the man 
put a black duffel bag on the 
ground. 

“He had a sweatband on his 
head. He was shuffling around 
in (the bag),” Solomon said. 
“All of a sudden all the lights 
went out and I turned around, 
he started firing. I turned 
around and I saw him holding 
a gun.” 

The man was expressionless, 
she said, and she didn’t hear 
him say anything. 

Solomon said she immediately 
started to run out of the room 
and into the parking lot, where 
she ran into a nearby restaurant 
and told workers there to call 
police. 

Five of the wounded victims 
arrived in critical condition at 
UPMC Mercy Hospital, but 
three of them were upgraded 
to serious condition by early 
Wednesday. Two women 
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remained in fair condition at 
another Pittsburgh hospital. 
One victim was treated and 
released for a shoulder wound 
and a woman with a bullet 
wound to the knee remained in 
stable condition Wednesday. 
Loretta Moss, 44, of 
McDonald, said she was 
exercising on a treadmill when 
she heard a popping noise. 

“I didn’t pay any attention, and 
the next minute, people were 
screaming,” said Moss, who 
had come to the gym Tuesday 
night for the first time in a 
couple of weeks. She said she 
then heard more pops. 

“There was like a whole spray 
of them. I’d say about 15 
altogether, and then people 
started screaming and yelling 
and started running out the 
building,” she said. 

“We laid down, and then after 
the last set of... gunshots, we 
got up, and someone said, 
‘run.’”a

U.S. defense officials said 
Tuesday that two Russian 
submarines hadbeenpatrolling 
in international waters for 
several days. 

While the activity was 
reminiscent of the Cold War, 


the U.S. officials said the 
submarines had done nothing 
to provoke concern. 

Gen. Anatoly Nogovitsyn, a 
deputy chief of the General 
Staff of the Russian military, 
said the patrols were part of 
efforts to give more training 
to the military forces. 


“The Navy mustn’t rest 
dockside,” Nogovitsyn said at 
a news conference. 

The submarine patrols 
coincided with angry words 
from Moscow about U.S. 
military assistance to Georgia 
a year after the Russian- 
Georgian war. 

The August war drove U.S.- 
Russian relations to a post- 
Cold War low. 

President Barack Obama has 
sought to overcome the strain 
and improve ties. But U.S. 
officials said that they have not 
ruled out providing defensive 
weapon systems for Georgia 
despite warnings by Russia. 
The U.S. is discussing a 
Georgian request for $16 
million in military aid this 
year, with most of the money 
intended for training and 
technical assistance. 

Grigory Karasin, a deputy 
Russian Foreign Minister, said 
Wednesday that Moscow was 
seriously concemedby the U. S. 
military assistance to Georgia. 



“That worries us and forces us 
to take relevant steps,” he said 
without elaboration. 
Nogovitsyn said that U.S. 
submarines had also engaged 
in missions off Russia’s coast, 
but wouldn’t provide any 
details. 

“It’s a normal thing,” 
Nogovitsyn said about 
submarine patrols. 

During the Cold War times, 
U.S. and Soviet submarines 
routinely played cat-and- 
mouse near each other’s shores, 
surveying the adversary’s 
movements. 

Nogovitsyn compared 

the Russian submarine 
deployment off the U.S. coast 
to regular patrol flights by 
Russian strategic bombers, 
saying both were necessary to 
improve crews skills. 

The 1991 Sovietcollapseforced 
the military to drastically cut 
training due to severe money 
crunch. But cash from the 
oil bonanza during Vladimir 
Putin’s eight-year presidential 


tenure allowed the military to 
boost military spending and 
conduct more maneuvers. 
Putin, now prime minister, 
has sought to showcase the 
Kremlin’s global reach and 
reassert its claim to great- 
power status amid strained 
ties with the West. In 2007, 
he ordered the resumption of 
border patrols. 

Putin’s successor, President 
Dmitry Medvedev, also 
pledged to deploy Russian 
forces on regular maneuvers 
worldwide. 

Last fall, a Russian Navy 
squadron sailed for Venezuela 
and held joint maneuvers with 
the Venezuelan navy in the 
first Russian deployment to 
the Western Hemisphere since 
the Cold War. 

Russia recently also has 
deployed its navy ships to the 
Mediterranean and dispatched 
some to pirate-infested waters 
off Somalia, reflecting its 
determination to project power 
worldwide. □

NICOSIA, Cyprus (AP) — 
Rival leaders in Cyprus have 
made “significant” progress 
in talks to reunite the island 
but pressure to reach a 
deal quickly could unravel 
what yearlong talks have 
achieved, a United Nations 
envoy said Wednesday. 

“We haven’t set a timeline,” 
Alexander Downer, the top 
U.N. official on the war- 
divided island, said in an 
interview with the AP. 

“If you become a slave 
to a date, you may find 
that you don’t have a high 
quality agreement and then 
you’ll just have to start all 
over again sometime in the 
future.” 

The island’s Greek 
Cypriot president, Dimitris 
Christofias, and breakaway 
Turkish Cypriot leader, 
Mehmet Ali Talat, began 
talks last fall and have since 
held nearly 40 meetings at 
the disused airport inside the 
112 mile U.N.-controlled 
buffer zone. 

The protracted negotiations 
have cooled initial hopes 
of a quick breakthrough on 
the island, divided since 


1974 when Turkey invaded 
in response to a short-lived 
coup by supporters of union 
with Greece. 

An opinion poll last week 
showed almost three 
quarters of Greek Cypriots 
believe the talks will 
ultimately fail. 

Downer said the two 
leaders should not worry 
about the “ebbs and flows 
of opinion every day” and 
keep talking. 

“They don’t need to 
convince the public every 
day of the week,” he said. 
“You want it all put together 
in a week at the end of 40 
or 50 years? ... People who 
think that don’t know the 
Cyprus problem.” 

Downer cautioned that 
despite “significant” 

progress, tough negotiations 
still lie ahead on more 
complex issues including 
arrangements on property 
lost during the invasion 
and disputed intervention 
rights ceded to Greece, 
Turkey and Britain under 
the former British colony’s 
1960 constitution. 

Turkey has vowed not to 
relinquish those rights, 
while Greek Cypriots insist 


that they should not be part 
of any deal to create a new 
Cypriot federation. 

Cyprus’ leaders have agreed 
to put any peace deal to a 
simultaneous referendum in 
both communities. 

“Nothing will be agreed 
until everything is agreed 
and everything has to be 


agreed,” Downer said. 

He avoided saying how the 
U.N. could help the two 
leaders bridge remaining 
gaps, but he insisted the 
world body has no fixed 
positions on negotiation 
chapters. The international 
community, he said, still has 
“very high expectations” 


that peace talks can succeed 
and end the division that 
has undermined security in 
the east Mediterranean.

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Firefighters battling 
wildfires in 
western Canada

VANCOUVER, British 
Columbia (AP) 
Firefighters saved a western 
Canada town from a raging 
wildfire as they continued 
Wednesday to battle blazes 
that have forced more than 
5,000 people to flee their 
homes in the region. 
Firefighters stopped a fire 
only a few hundred yards 
from Fillooet, 160 miles 
northeast of Vancouver, by 
using a controlled bum to 
contain the flames. About 
2,300 people in Fillooet 


were forced to evacuate 
from the Mount McFean 
fire, which has burned 8,150 
acres since July 22. 
Firefighters were still 
working to put out some 
hotspots in the main fire, 
and two other fronts of 
the fire continued to bum 
heavily, said Gary Horley, 
fire information officer for 
the British Columbia Forest 
Service. 

“The battle continues. This 
is still an uncontrolled 
wildfire,” he said. 

About 3,000 local 
firefighters fighting the

Officials: 27 missing after 
ferry sinks off Tonga 


WELLINGTON, New Zealand (AP) 
— Rescue officials searched the South 
Pacific’s waters for 27 people missing after 
a ferry sank during the night off the coast 
of Tonga, New Zealand rescue coordinators 
said Thursday. 

The ferry sank fast “but we don’t know why,” 
said New Zealand Rescue Coordination 
Center spokesman Neville Blackmore in a 
statement. 

New Zealand is responsible for search and 
rescue activities in the Tonga region. 
Blackmore said the ferry was carrying 49 
passengers and 30 crew members when it 
went down about 54 miles (86 kilometers) 
northeast of the Tongan capital, Nuku’alofa. 
Officials revised the total number of 
passengers to 79, up from an earlier count 
of 75. 

Blackmore told New Zealand’s National 
Radio that most of the 42 people rescued 
had been on seven life rafts. 

“But we understand there were only eight 
life rafts ... so we are looking for people in 
the water,” he said. 


Another 10 people were later pulled from 
the ocean by three vessels in the area 
searching for survivors. A fourth rescue 
vessel, from the Tongan navy, was on its 
way to the search area, Blackmore added. 
A Royal New Zealand Air Force P3 Orion 
maritime surveillance airplane was also 
searching about 80 square miles (207 sq. 
kilometers) of ocean for survivors, he said. 
The Princess Ashika ferry was heading 
from Nuku’alofa to Ha’afeva, in the 
nearby Nomuka Islands, when it issues 
a mayday call about 11 p.m. local time. 
Within minutes, the rescue center received 
a distress beacon alert from the vessel, 
Blackmore said. 

There were strong winds at the time, but 
the water’s temperatures were about 77 
degrees (25 Celsius) 

“There’s a lot better chance of surviving in 
that sort of temperature,” Blackmore said. 
The ferry, built in about 1970, was being 
used as a fill-in vessel until a new ferry was 
completed, Blackmore said.Q

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — 
Mahmoud Ahmadinej ad 
was sworn in for a second 
term as Iran’s president 
Wednesday while security 
forces battled hundreds of 
protesters chanting “Death 
to the Dictator” in the streets 
around parliament where the 
ceremony was held. 

Key opposition leaders, 
moderate lawmakers and 
all three of Ahmadinejad’s 
election challengers boycotted 
the swearing in ceremony. 
State-run Press TV said more 
than 5,000 security forces 
were in the streets around 
parliament and police with 
sniffer dogs patrolled the area 
after the opposition called for 
demonstrations to coincide 
with the inauguration. 
Hundreds ofprotesters chanted 
“Death to the Dictator” 
before security forces broke 
up a demonstration near 
parliament, striking people 
with batons and blasting them 
with pepper spray, witnesses 
said. 

Some of the protesters wore 
black T-shirts in a sign of 
mourning and others wore 
green — the color of the 
opposition movement. A 
middle-aged woman carried 
a banner warning Iran’s 
leaders if they do not listen to 
people’s demands, they will 
face the same fate as Shah 
Mohammad Reza Pahlavi, 
who was toppled in the 1979 
Islamic Revolution. 

The ceremony capped almost 
two months of the worst 
political turmoil in Iran since 
the 1979 Islamic Revolution. 
The opposition staged massive 
street protests and the crisis 
split Iran’s clerical leadership. 
Even conservatives from 
Ahmadinejad’s own camp 
harshly criticized the 
government over mistreatment 
of detained opposition 
activists. 

In his inaugural address, 
Ahmadinejad seemed to tone 
down his often-bellicose 
rhetoric and emphasized his 
plans to improve the faltering 
economy. He demanded that 
Iran be on an equal footing 
with other world powers 
and denounced foreign 
interference. The government 


has accused the U.S. and 
the West of backing street 
protests. 

“We must play a key role 
in the management of the 
world,” Ahmadinejad said. 
“We will not remain silent. We 
will not tolerate disrespect, 
interference and insults,” he 
added. “I will spare no effort 
to safeguard the frontiers of 
Iran.” 

Ahmadinejad noted that 
some Western countries — 
including the U.S., Britain, 
France, Germany and Italy 
— did not congratulate him 
on his election win. 

“Some countries have not 
recognized the elections or 
extended their congratulations. 
They do not respect the rights 
of other nations, yet they 
recognize themselves as the 
yardstick for democracy,” 
he said, without naming 
specific countries. “Nobody 
in Iran is waiting for anyone’s 
congratulations,” he added, to 
cheers from lawmakers. 

A British Foreign Office 
spokesman said his country 
has serious concerns over the 
election, Iran’s contentious 
nuclear program and human 
rights that must be addressed 
first. 

“There are many people 


inside Iran who have serious 
concerns about the outcome 
and conduct of the election,” 
said the spokesman, who was 
not authorized to speak on the 
record. “We have repeatedly 
called on the government of 
Iran to address these concerns,” 
he added. “It is not business 
as usual with Iran, which is 
why we will not be sending a 
message of congratulations to 
Ahmadinejad.” 

Ahmadinejad did not directly 
address President Barack 
Obama’s outreach for the 
start of a dialogue on Iran’s 
nuclear program, which the 
U.S. suspects is geared toward 
producing weapons. 

But he said: “Iran is a nation 
of logic, dialogue and 
constructive interaction. The 
basis of our foreign policy 
is wide and constructive 
contacts with all nations and 
independent governments 
based on justice, respect and 
friendship.” 

The U.S. administration has 
given Iran a vague deadline 
of September to respond 
positively to the outreach 
or face stiffened sanctions. 
But U.S. Secretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton 
acknowledged recently that 
the election turmoil appears 


to have paralyzed decision¬ 
making on the U.S. offer. 

“I don’t think they have any 


capacity to make that kind of 
decision right now,” Clinton 
said.Q

ALBANY, New York (AP) 
— Eli Manning has agreed to

This deal will give Manning an 
average salary that is roughly 
$200,000 higher than the one 
earned by All-Pro comerback 
Nnamdi Asomugha of the 
Oakland Raiders, who agreed 
to a three-year, $45.3 million 
contract this year. 

Manning’s older brother, 
Peyton, earns an average of 
$14.17 million annually with 
the Indianapolis Colts. 

Eli Manning led the Giants 
to a Super Bowl upset of 
the New England Patriots 
in February 2008 and was 
named the MVP of the game. 
He was in the final year of the 
contract he signed as the No. 
1 overall pick in 2004 and will 
make $9.4 million under that 
deal this season. 

The two sides have been 
discussing a contract for 
months, but they worked out 
the final details in recent days. 
While Manning’s contract 
was to expire at the end of this 
season, there was little chance 
the Giants would lose him to 
free agency. They could have 
named him a franchise player 
and Manning has long said 
he wants to remain with the 
Giants. Reese said that a new 
contract would not put more 
pressure on Manning. 

“He is used to that,” Reese 
said. “He won’t get more 
pressure than he already has 
in this market.
